Corporation Counsel Miller sent in a com- 
munication in reference to the vetoed items 
of the appropriation bill. in which he said:

SAYS BARILI WON AWAY HIS WIFE. 
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Dr. M. F. Horine Enters a Suit Against 
Patti’s Cousin. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., April 11.+[Special.]— 
Dr. M, F. Horine of Chicago filed suit in the 
Circuit Court here today against Alfredo 
Barili for alienating Mrs. Horine’s affections. 
He asks for $50,000. The trouble began a 
year ago, when Sig. Barili lived | at Augusta, 
Ga., where he was regarded as a high class, 
wealthy musician. He was known as Mme. 
Patti’s cousin. About fifteen months ago 
Mrs. Horine went South to spend the winter, 
stopping over at Augusta. She remained 
for weeks and months. Finally Dr. 
Horine was astounded by feceiving a 
letter in which his wife | said she 
‘was in love with Barili ana she hoped she 
would get a divorce. 

The doctor at once went to Augusta, where 
he found his wife and Barili,| the latter a 
small, effeminate man, with a waxed mus- 
tache. The doctor prevailed upon Mrs. 
Horine to return to Chicago. She did so, but 
Barili followed. It happened that Mme. 
Patti was in Chicago, and when she heard of 
the affair she sent for the twomen. When 
they left her apartments it was understood 
that the matter was settled, and that ‘Mrs. 
Horine, for the sake of her children, would 
return to her home. Mme. Patti, it is under- 
stood, has sent a regular allowance to Barili 
and promised him a papain e ee in her will.

Barili refuses to talk about the case at all.

Some people were uncharitable enough to 
think that Mrs. Woods, for a woman, was a 
shrewd wire-puller and 
that she was fixing 
things to secure ber 
own election upon the 
school board.

Mayor Neiman Makes Charges in the City

Freeport, III., April 11.—/[Special:]—A 
short time ago the City Council of Freeport 
awarded sewer contracts to the amount of 
nearly $75,000. One cortract was let to Will 
iam Ascher of Freep6rt and the other to T. J.

A Squall Causes the Loss of Students and 
Instructor of the Boston Farm school. 
Bostox, Mass., April 11.— [Special. — An 

instructor aud ten boys connected with the 

Boston Farm School at Thompson's Island 

were capsized in a sailboat in the harbor last 

night, and the instructor and eight of the 
boys were drowned. They were:

The rescued boys were O. W. Clement, 17; 
C. A. Limb, 16. The instructor had been to 
the city during the day to attend church, and 
the ten boys constituting a regular crew of the 
school left the island at 6:30 to sail to City 
Point to convey the instructor to the island. 
As a precaution, however, in view of the 
breeze the crew took a single sailboat instead 
of a double, in which the trip is often made. 

Soon after 7 p. m. the boat started on 
the return trip. At a point sup- 
oed to between Spectacle and 

‘hompson’s Islands the boat Was struck 
by a squall and immediately capsized. ‘The 
eleven occupants were thrown into the water. 
but being accustomed to strict discipline and 
the exercise of heroism in the school, they all 
secured positions where they could cling to the 
overturned craft, ana then an 4 long wait 
for rescue. According to the testimony of the 
two survivors they encouraged each other, oc- 
casionally shouting in the hope that they 
might be heard. At one time a tug was seen 
in the distance, and the boys shouted with 
their remainmgsstrength, but could not at- 
tract attention.

o clock but two were left. hey, completely 
exhausted, worked the boat to Spectacle 
Islund, where they found shelter and care. So 
far as can be learned, the accident appears to 
have been one for which no one is to blame.

The New York Sun has addressed itself to 

the question of discovering methods for prevent- 

ung the admission of any more rotten boroughs 


into the Union. It comments, ag THe Txisune |

Yet the Chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, Mr. Blount of Georgia, has pro- 
vided in the Diplomatic and Consular Appro- 
priation bill- just reported by his committee 
that Colombia and Ecuador shali form one 
mission. It is true that the Andes lie between 
them and that it takes about three months to 
travel by ocean, river, rail, and mules from 
the capital of one country to that of the other, 
and that one Minister could not look after the 
American interests in both nations, but that 
does not concern Mr. Blount. Perhaps he is 
opposed to the reciprocity policy. Perhaps 
he is not up in geography. He has made pro- 
vision als» for the consolidation of the Peru- 
vian and Bolivian missions. In view of the 
difficulties of travel between the capitals of the 
two countries it would have been as well to abol- 
ish the Bolivian mission altogether. One man 
cannot attend to both and do justice to either. 

These consolidations would save about 810, 
000, and it may be that they are proposed in 
accordance with what the Democrats call 
their ecunomic policy.

UNHAPPY PRODUCERS OF ‘MAPLE SUGAR. 

When the Senate had unaer consideration that 
section of the present tariff law which gives a 
bounty of two cents a pound to the domestic 
producers of cane, beet, and sorghum sugar 
Senator Edmunds of Vermont said that his 
constituents had a right to hold out their pan 
and catch some of the drippings, and insisted 
that the bounty must be paid to the mén who 
made sugar from the sap of maples. He had 
his way about it, and the citizens of Vermont 
and other Northern States where the sugar- 
maple is utilized felt that they had been taken 
into camp and well for. 

Their brief experience of the law has dis- 
sutisfied them with it in two respects. Ia the 
first place, the bounty is not as much of a 
blessing as they fancied. The Vermonter who 
made maple sugar lest month had to apply in 
the preceding July fora license. He had to 
file a bord, with sureties, and give the Com- 
missioner 6f Internal Revenue a statement of 
the place of production, description of ma- 
chinery and methods, and estimate of the 
amount of sugar to be made. This puts the 
producer on a small scale to so much bother 
that the two cents he is to get for the petty 
amount of sugar he may make does not pay 
him. If the owner of a sugar grové does take 
out a license his product has to be inspected 
by Treasury offizials before he is entitled to a 
bounty. That inspection takes time and de- 
lays his getting his sugar on the market. The, 
finally, his claim to a bounty has to be passed 
on by auditors and cuntrollers, and it takes 
him along time and much trouble to geb the 
cash. 

The other causs of dissatisfaction 1s set 
forth as follows by Mr. Powers, one of the 
Vermont Congressmen: 

The maple sugar producti 
15,000,000 pounds. Tho production of Canada, just 
across the line, is %% Bas che possibilities 
of production in Canada are porfectly astound. 
ing ; 100,000,000 pounds might be produced there; 
and siuce this bouaty was given to the maple- 
sugar producer there have been ten ¢arloads of 
maple star imported into this country from 
Canada where before there was butone. It is im- 
ported to the City of Chicago and there aduiterat- 
od, and is sold, as Lam told, through the West for 
Vermont maple sugar. 

Consequently Mr. Powers has introduced a 
bill to restore the duty on maple sugar of two 
cents a pound ahd do away with the bounty, 
thus giving every Vermont sugar maple a con- 
staht advantage over the Canadian troos. 
That would not interfere with the Chicago in- 
dustry of manufacturing maple sugar, for it 
has long been the custom\to take the Michi- 
gan product, which was the handiest, adulter- 
ate it with brown sugar, and sali the mixture 


at a fancy price as Vermont maple sugar, 


This has not pulled down the prics of the 
genuine article, however, fut there has never 
been enough made to meet the demand. 

Vhere is no reason why the legislation of the 
United States should favor Canada, which 
persists in its refusal to reciprocate on fair 
terms, and if the President should bo satisfied 
that Canada is imposing. duties on the agri- 
cultural or other products of the United 
States, which iu view of the free introduction 
of its maple sugar are reciprocally unequal 
and unreasonable, he can require that sugar 
to pay a duty of a cht a pound. But there is 
novhing to show that the Vermonters are en- 
titled to any redress. It does not appear that 
they are selling their sugar crops at uaprofit- 
able rates or at figures less than those of last 
year. The trouble with them is that they thought 
they would get two cents more than usual and 
Hud that they were mistaken. They do not 
gay they did not get a fair price; their com- 
plaint is that they did not get an exorbitant 
one. The truth is the Canadians may make 
nil the maple sugar they please and send it to 
the United States and yet the price will not 
fall. The Vermontets need neither protec- 
tion nor a bounty for their special industry, 
and they ought to ask their Congressman to 
withdraw his bill. They ought to be ashamed 
to admit that they cannot make cleaner, purer, 
better-lpoeking, higher-priced sugar than the 
Canucks. That was what their intelligence 
and smartness were given them for—so they 


might protect themselves, as they did in the 


days of Ethan and ire Allen. 


AN INSTANCE oF MUNICIPAL CONSERV- 
ATISM. 

Tax Trrsuxe printed Sunday an article on 
the method of flushing the Chicago sewers by 
pouring in at a\manhole the contents of a 
big tank of water. This system has been in 
vogue for the last twenty-five years. Every 
Chicagoan must haye seen and admired the 
process, and will agree that the following de- 
‘scription is an accutate ond: 


The outfit of the tank of those mentioned in- 
cludes, ai ladder. After the so-called flashing 
operation has been parformed one of the men 
calmly and deliberately takes the ladder from its 
resting place upon the wagon and carries it with 
the assistance of another to the manhole th rough 
which the water has bsen pouring and places its 
bottom in the sewer. A third man, knocking the 
ashes from his pipe ot giving it to another of the 
assistants to hold, descends the tadder. In a 
short time he returns, the ladder is taken up, two 
men carry it to its place on the wagon, a fourth 
man replaces the manhole cover, taps it slightly 
with his pick, while a fifth man looks at the cover 
when put back to its place to see if it is really 
there. They all fill and light their pipes and the 
procession moves on to the next manhole, where 
the process is repeated, This, by the grate of 
municipal bossism, is called flushing the sewers. 


While the horses, wagon, and men cost the 
city $20 a day the wotk tnéy do is worth less, 
as was explained at some length. The money 
thus wasted during the last quarter of a cent- 
ury would have covered all the expenses of 
providing for the effectual flushing of the sew- 
ers. Such facts as these illustrate the Chinese 
conservatism of city employés. The present 
method ‘of cleaning the sewers would shock 
the intelligence of a schoolboy, and yet it has 
remained unchanged through sutcessive ad- 
ministrations. Men have changed but meth- 
ods have remained unaltered. 

What is true of sewer flushing is equally 
true of many other things. White a private 
individual would not be satistied to keep on 
in the old path, and would try to secure better 
results with a smalier expenditure of labor, 
city officers never change, but stand steadfast 
by the old ways. It becomes a tradition in a 
department that a certain thing must be done 
in just such a manner, 
world may have adopted a hew system, but 
department methods are as unalterable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians.

COST OF PRODUCIN @ COTTON. 

The persistently low price of cotton and the 
fact that it is even now tending to further 
weakness, though selling at the lowest prices 
of the last ferty years, las induced many per- 
sons to figure on the actual cost of raising a 
crop in ordinary seasons. The results arrived 
at by them may well be received with some 
mental reservation when it is remembered 
how badly the corn statisticians blundered in 
the handling of a similar question little more 
than two years ago. But the cotton figures 
are approved by brokers as well as growers 
as being probably not far from the truth, ana 
they are very interesting as leading up to the 
conclusion that land which will produce at 
least one bale to the acre is the only land on 
which it is profitable to grow cotton at pres- 
ent prices, 

According to the estimates by Messrs. Smith 


pounds on a single acre is $23.50, on two acres 
$38.30, and on three acres $53.10, The cost 
per pound between these limits of production 
is from 454 to 10386 cents per pound. It is said 
that less than half the land under cotton in 
Georgia last year grew a bale or more to the 
avre, and that this is approximately true for 
the other States. 
County is quoted as saying he believes much 
the greater part of the cotton area in Georgia 
yields less than half a bale per acre, and that, 
taking the whole State together, there is an 
actual loss in selling at present prices. 

If these statements be accepted as nearly 
correct it follows that the price of cotton 
must be advanced, the cost of producing it be 
duminished, or the area of cotton-culture be 
reduced at least one-third. The latter course 
is open to the farmers, and their friends in the 
South are advising them to apply it at once. 
They recommend that the culture of the es- 
reals and flax be introduced on an extensive 
acale, leaving it to be inferred that this should 
be done on those lands where cotton-growing 
has not paid on the latest crop. It is reasoned 
that such a course would not only give more 
profit on the poorer land but result in much 
better profits on the cotton raised on the re- 
mainder, There may bo some error in this 
reasoning. The present low price of cotton is 
believed to be only in part due to the large 
production here. Another reason for it is 
found in the marked decrease in the demand 
for cotton goods to be consumed in India and 


increase in cotton culture and manufacture in 
British India, The people there are able to 
raise cotton at a small cost, and would keep 
on doing so if we should lessen the competi- 
tion, that fact giving a greater stimulus to the 
business south of the Himalayas. 

So it would seem that if cottoh growing in 
the Southern States is to pay much better in 
the future than now the change must be 
brought about rather by decreasing the cost 
of production than dy any such wholesale 
shrinkage of outpat as has been recom- 
mended, Of course if the farmers can make 
other things pay better ‘t is their duty as well 
as their privilege to embrace the opportunity, 
but they will do 80 only at the risk of volun- 
tarily sutrendering a large part of the market 
to an Oriental competitor. They might find 
themselves unable to realize higher prices on 
a crop of six million bales than on one a third 
larger. It may be that the introduction of the 
new machine for picking cotton, of which 
great things are spoken, will furnish an agree- 
able solution to the problem, at least for a few 
years to come. If it permits a material less- 
ening in the cost of production it will enable 
the Southern farmers to better compete with 
the poorly-paid hand labor of India, and thus 
give a fresh stimulus to the manufacture of 
cotton fabrics both in this country and in 
Great Britain, the result being a much better 
demand for the raw staple raised in the United 
States, 
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REVISING ‘THE BUILDING ORDINANCES. 

About two months ago the Council decided 
that there should be 4 revision of the building 
ordinances, and it adopted a resolution provid- 
ing for the appointment of a committee, to 
consist of Aldermea and representatives of the 
underwriters, architects, builders, etc., to 
draft a perfect ordinance. It took some weeks 
to complete the committee, but after that had 
been done its Aldermanic members lost all 
interest in the matter, if they ever had any. 
There was to have been a meeting last week, 
but the Chairman, Ald. Kent, did not appear. 
Only one Alderman was present. The repre- 
sentatives of the architects, underwriters, 
and builders, being business-men, were on 
hand. Very naturally they grumbled at the 
inconvenience to which they had been put, 
and said that they were sick of neglecting.their 
business to attend meetings where nothing 
was done, There is no telling when the new 
ordinance will be drafted. 

In the meantime there is nothing to check 
the perpetual violations of the fire limits ofdi- 
nance or to limit the height of sky-scrapers. 
Additional evidence of the need of a prompt 
revision of the ordinances is furnished by the 
evidence taken yesterday in the case of the 
Pearce street disaster. It was brought out 
that the placing of wooden beams in the brick 


dinance but was forbidden by the fire ordi- 
nance. The inspector who was on the stand, 
when asked about the beam laid in the brick 
wall, said, There was nothing against that, 
and when asked further if it was not in con- 
traven tion of the fire ordinance replied in 
amazement, “What have we—Building De- 
partment Iuspectors—got to do with the fire 
ordinance?’’ If one ordinance allows a thing 
to be done and another forbids it to be done 
the revision and unification of the ordinances 
should not be delayed a minute. 

The building season has fairly begun, An 
enormous number of structures will be put up 
this year. If the fire limits ordinance is not 
made more rigid frames will be run up in 
violation ot the law all over the city. But 
from present appearances the special commit- 
tee will do nothing because of the indifference 
of its Aldermanic members. The Council 
ought to pass a supplementary resolution ask- 
ing the business members to go ahead with 
their work as quickly as possible and report 
their conclusions. That is apparently the 
only way in which anything will be done. 
Aldermen have no time to waste on such mat- 
ters.

AFGHANISTAN THE KEY ro INDIA. 


The Ameer in an Official Pronunciamento 
Takes an Anti-Prussian Position. 
Bompay, April 11.— The Gazette publishes 
todaya transiation of a State paper that the 
Amer of Afghanistan has issued to the 
Noble Chiefs of Afghanistan.’’ The paper 


reoites the events that led to the Penjdah inci- 


dent, and the Aineer’s reason for preferring 
British to Russian friendship. The Atmver says 
that Russia wants Afghanistan ohly as a 
high road to India and would place the 
Afghans in the van of its army asa special 
target for the English cannous and rifles. 
The Russians would strip the Afghans of their 
arms and of food and would outrage and mur- 
der their women, because they must destroy 
the Afghans to obtain India. Therefore the 
Ameer declares that friendship between the 
Russians and Afghans is next to impossible. 
Shere Ali, who en Ameer of Afghanistan, 
in 1878, became involved ina war with the 
British, was, according to the present Ameer, 
a fool and a madcap to bring such woes upon 
his people and ruin upon himself. 


BOMBES AND ANARCHISTS|/ IN SPAIN. 


“The Confession of Munoz Leads to the Ar- 


rest of Other Anarchists. 

Mam, April 11.~An analysis has been 
made of the bombs found in the possession of 
Jean Marie Delboche and Manuel Ferriera, 
the self-proclaimed Anarchists who were ar. 
rested Monday last in the building in which 
the Cortes meet, the object of their presence 
there being presumably to blow up that build- 
ing. The experts who examined the bombs 
have reported that theexplpsive mixture in them 
consisted of English gunpowder and chiorate 
of potassium. The report also states that if 
the bombs had exploded in a confined place 
they would have wrought cnormous damage. 
Two more Anarchists who were denounced by 
Munoz yesterday have been arrested. Munoz 
informed the Judge today that Del boche 
and Ferriera were chosen by the meeting of 
Anarchists held near Madrid to blow up the 
Chamber of Deputies.

Ibanez, the Chilean, Asks European Help 
Against the Great Republic, 
[@PECIAL CABLE. ! 


Brussets, April 11.—The Independance Belge 


today publishes a second article by Maximil- 
lano Ibanez, a Chilean, on the United States, 
the South American Republics, and Europe. 
He contends that while the Monroe docirine 
in no way justifies the United States in inter- 
fering with South American affairs, the Amer- 
ican Government is putting the Monroe doc. 
trine in new shape in order to bring South 
America under its thumb; Ibanez admits 
that the statesmen of the American 
Union are far, too clever to think of 
annexing any South American territory as 
the incorporation of any Latin Republic would 
bring about\a war of races and would shatter 
the Union itself. Blaine, however, sees with 
equal clearness that with its enormous indus- 
trial and cothimercial .overproductidn the 
United States is threatened with immense 
dangers unless it finds fresh outlets for its 
products. Therein lies the secret of the policy 
of encroachment upon South America. 

Ibanez contends that the Washington Cab- 
inet will never bring South American Repub- 
lies to its reciprocity views by the mere force 
of persuasion, as Americana Latin nations 
would have to pay the United States 30 per 
cent more dearly for its products than they 

ay by purchasing the same article in Europe. 
The writer openly accuses Blaine of attempt- 
ing something stronger than persuasion to 
compel the compliance of South America. 
He insinuates that the reciprocity treaty with 
Brazil was wrested from Fonseca by illegiti- 
rate means, and that the United States open- 
ly supported Balmaceda against the national 
rising in order to obtain from Chile a com- 
mercial treaty wholly in favor of the Ameri- 
can Union; that the Republiean party will re- 
new this policy with fresh vigor if the Demo- 
crats do not oust it from power; that it will 
likewise attempt to coerce Ar- 
gentina unless the latter combines 
with Brazil and Chile to resist 
Yankee encroachments. Finally Ibanez 
quotes the figures of English, French, and 
German trade with South America to show 
how deeply these European countries are in- 
terested in the failure of the American policy. 

He concludes by appealing to the Govern- 
ments‘of France, England, and Germany to 
combine with Brazil, Chile, and Argentina to 
thwart the designs of the government which 
rules beneath the Stars ahd Stripes.

PROF. JEBB ON GREEK POETRY. 


The Cambridge Teacher Lectures Before 
the Twentieth Century Club. 

Greek poetry was the subject of the lecture 
before the Twentieth Century club last night 
by Richard Claverhouse Jebb, LL. D., re- 
gius professor of Greek of Great Britain and 
professor of Greek at Cambridge University. 
It was a repetition of one of the lectures by 
Prof. Jebb before the students of Johns Hop- 
kins University. . 

Greek poetry, he said, was in three forms— 
epic, lyme, and dramatic—and each had 
had a permanent influence on the literature 
of the modern world. The Greeks of 
the classic age had been great listeners, 
but they were not great readers; Nothing 
would sustain the Greek poet if he proved not 
true to nature in his writings. That was the 
standard by which ail were judged, and if the 
work was thought to be lacking in this essen- 
tial it was designated by the Greek word 
meaning cold. The freshness and charm of 
nature which marked the works of all the 
poets of the classic age were not due to fertil- 
ity of mind so much asto the bond existing 
between the writer and the listener. In the 
present age the critic spoke for himself alone 
and he represented only a coterie or at best a 
school, and this was apt to be restraining to 
the spontaneity of the poet’s mind, 

The poems were written for speaking and 
not for reading, and they formed the basis of 
the Greek education. Poets m those days 
were regarded primurily as teachers, and Aris- 
totle was the first to ascribé to poetry the no- 
bier art of lasting good. The Greeks said no 
man could be a good poet who was not a good 
man. The early Roman literature owed much 
to Greek precepts, and modern literature had 
used Homer and Aristotle and Theotrates as 
models from whom to draw style if not inspi- 
ration. :

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A SCHEME TO TAKE THE STING 

| OUT OF A DISMISSAL. 

New Method of Insurartve That Guarantees 
Salaries for a Given Time in the Event 
of a Discharge by ones Employer— 
More Rigid Fire Inspection Wanted in 
Many Western Towns—Test to Be Made 
of the Temporary Roads at the Fair 
Grounds for Running to Fires. 


Insu rance against loss of salary caused by 
loss of situation is now written. A prominent 
casualty company was first to take up this 
rather original feature of the business, It has 
ishued a large number of policies, and has in 
géneral had so much suecess in the new field 
that it is likely that befora the, year is out sev- 
eral other companies will be in the field writ- 
ing salary insurance. Munifestly, consider- 
aljle care is exercised in placing risks. Insur- 
aue of this character, it id easily seen, pro- 
sefits a fine opportunity for schemers to per- 
petrate frauds on the company. Two persons 
might pose as employer and employé, and in- 
sure an altogether unreasonable rate of salary, 
and then dissolving their relations, assumed 
fot the purposg, proceed to enjoy in idleness, 
the salary from the insurance company. The 
companies claim, however, that salafy risks 
will be gauged not by individual cases, but by 
a table of avéragés. Thus if the average 
clerical salary is $1,000 per annum, an in- 
dividual will not be insured against the loss 
of $1,500 salary as a clerk, though he may be 
earning it. 

„er pers ” Acebt the New Rate. 

_ Practically all of the high office buildings 
in town have accepted the new rates issued by 
the companies, The exceptions are certain 
buildings belonging to éstates and individuals 
who carty their own insarance, The rate on 
thu Masonic Temple is understobd to be 1 
per cent, The same rate has been fixed in 
one or two other instances. The majority of 
the remaining tall office structures are insured 
at a lower rate. 

Within the last few weeks the percentage 
value clause has been much more generally 
insisted on in ont-of-town business. After the 
New Orleans fire espeqially many new policies 
for Southern business were refused, save with 
this clause included. The companies gener- 
ally regard it as the best Gonceived method 
thus far of preventing: overinsurance. The 
clause varies but slightly, The following is a 
copy of that used by a great many companies: 

If at the time of fire the whole amount of \insur- 
ance on the property covered by this poliey shall 
exceed per cent of the, actual cash value 
thereof, this company in case of loss or damage 
shall not be liable to pay more than its prod rata 
share of said —-— per cent of the actual cash value 
of such property; and should the whole insurance 
at the time of fire exooed the anid per dent 4 pro 
rata return of bremium on such excess of nsur- 
ance from the time of the fire to the expiration of 
this policy shall be made on surrender of the 
policy. 

The blank spaces are filled in to redd as low 
as 66 per cent in ceses. The usual limitation 
of the petcentage is 75, The effect is, a gen- 
eral agent explains that, if a policy-holder 
knows he will get but 75 per cent of a $5,000 
policy in case of: loss, he will insure his prop- 
erty for only $3,750. Few policies issued on 
Chicago risks contain this percentage clause. 
The tendency is to insure several kinds of 
property, which are carried here in great 
quantities at- less than their value, notably 
pork, wheat, and lumber, 

For Rigid Fire Inspection, 

Two hundred and fifty-five Western cities 
and towns have within a few months suffered 
heavy losses. In’ sixty of these efforts are 
making to secure the enactment of a rigid fire 
inspection ordinance. It is jntended to cover 
the entire field. 

The World's Fair Insurance committee will 
visit the grounds this week to inspect a test of 
the temiperary roads about the buildings. A 
fire-engine will be driven at füll speed over all 
the wagon paths, and if any are found to con- 
tuin soft spots these will be made hard at 
once. The permanent roads will be built of a 
patented kaphaltim, the qualities of Which are 
such, it is shid, that the, road Ways will be one 
of the features of the Fair.

CONDITION OF ILLINOIS CROPS. 


The Wet Weather Has Retirded Spring 
Work—Little Oats Sawn. 
Spart. III., April 11+~( Special. )}— 


The weather crop bulletin of the Illinois 
Weather Service for the week ending April 8 
says: The temperature of the last seven days 
has been above the normal throughout the 
State: at the central office (Springfield) the 
daily excess was 6°, Light frost occurred the 
6th, but did no damage. An avérage amount 
of sunshine has prevailed during the week. 
Unustially heavy raihs occurred Over the State 
the 3d and 4th, which, while retardimg spring 
work, put the ground in excellent condition. 
Considerable dam age was done, especially in: 
the bottom lands, by streams overflowing, 
which flooded the ficlds and washed out seed 
already in the grouna, The reports by coun- 
ties were: 

Clark—Excessive rains of 3d and 4th put ground 
in sucha condinon as to retard oats seeding; 
warm, sunshiny weather needed; no seeding done 
yet. Rainfall 3.99 inches. 

Crawford—Wheat neede dry, warm weather;

To Raise a Water Fund, 

The Finance committee at its meeting yes- 
terday voted to recommend for passage an 
order ordered deferred and published by the 
Council last night authorizing the Controller 
to issue two-year certificates against the fut- 
ure earnings of the water fund for that period, 
the money so raised to be used in making wa- 
ter main extensions. Ald. O'Neill introduced 
the order. Corporation Counsel Miller said 
that the incoming Council would have the 
right to pledge the income of the 
water during its own existenee — 
two years—and the committee adopt- 
ed the order without a dissenting voice. 
Its passage was strongly urged by members of 
the outlying wards on the ground that since 
the rule that no water mains shall be laid un- 
less the property-owners adyance the entire 
cost has been in force no mohey has been ad- 
vanced, and now that the fund has been ex- 
hausted no improvements of any kind can be 
made, as streets cannot be paved until the 
water pipes are in.

RATES FOR EXPOSITION EXHIBITS. 


Chairman Blinchard of the Central Trafic 
Association Talks of Them. 

Trunk line railways .entering Chicago are 
not inclined) to make half rates each way for 
the transportation of exhioits to and from the 
World’s Fair. They were. requested some 
time ago to do this by the Board ot World’s 
Fair Directors. They replied with an offer to 
charge full rates going to the Fair and return 
exhibits free of charge. This has proved un- 
satisfactory all round, and the National 
World’s Fair Commission has rejected the rate 
as unreasonable, although the Board of Di- 
rectors a few weeks ago accepted the same. 
But by an agreement between the two World’s 
Fair bodies no rate can be promulgated as 
official until after its acceptance by the Na- 
tional Commission or its Committee on Tariffs 


and Transportation. ; 
Meanwhile Chairman Blanchard of the Cen- 


tral Traffic Association said yesterday after- 


noon he didn’t see how the railroads could 
alter their previous agreement. Mr. Blanchard 


says that World’s Fairs are large shops for the 


sale of goods, and it would operate against the 
interests of Chicago merchants to grant a 
lower rate on goods sent to the Exposition to 
be sold than that accorded merchants of Chi- 
cago. Mr. Blanchard gave several other rea- 
sons. 

It has cost exhibiters at other fairs a great 
deal more to ship their goods than it will at 
this one. Goods of any kind shipped here and 
sold become ordinary merchandise, disposed of 
at a profit, and should be charged full rates. If, 
however, the Worid’s Fair managers will certify 
that certain exhibits sent here and of a perish- 
able nature are not sold, but prove to bea 
dead loss, the railroads will be willing to make 
a fair concession on the full rate charged. 
Such exhibits, too, as may become the prop- 
erty of the City of Chicago or art museums 
will be subjects for reduced rates. -Probably 
the full amount of the charges in such cases 
will be refunded. 

“Freight rates are now 50 per cent lower 
between Philadelphia and Chicago than they 
were at the time of the Centennial. What it 
cost $1.50 per 110 pounds to transport then 
is new carried at 75 cents per 100 pounds. 

Do you think your previous schedule will 
be altered at the meeting of the Central Traf- 
fic Association tomorrow?!“ e 

J think not. It has been passed upon 
twice, and I anticipate no change.”’ 

Chairman Blanchard supplemented his oral 
interview with a written statement in which he 
says the schedule adopted by the railroads is 
in accordance with the custom of all the same 
lines in relation to their State and county fairs 
and general exhibitions, such as those held at 
Cincinnati, Chicago, New York, and else- 
where. It was also the precedent established 
with satisfaction at the Centennial. 

Mr. Bianchard recites that the World’s Fair

ject so far as the railroad companies are con- 
cerned, and in all justice should conclude it 
on the part. of the. World's Fair managers.“

position without any charge. The trunk lines 
in the main have made arrangements in the 
several States to carry building materials for 
the State pavilions and State exhibits at great-

Hale visited the slip yesterday morning to see 
what the National Antiseptic company had 
done toward purifying the water. W. H. Dan- 
iels, Superintendent of the company, was 
present to explain the workings of antiseptic 
gas on the water. The gas is generated from 

acompound in pans within a closed shed 
which extends out over the water, The shed, 
has no floor and the gas, being heavier than 
the water, sinks, purifying not only the water 
but also the soil beneath. Before the experi- 

ment bégan the slip was visited by Ald. Mad- 

den, Dr. Ware, and Sergeant-at-Arms McHale, 

and specimens of the water were bottled. 

“T never saw such a transformation, said 
Mr. McHale as he looked at the slip yesterday. 
‘*‘When we were here last the slip was a fes- 
tering mass, and actually so solid with filth 
that I could almost walk across it and not 
sink. a The stuff smelled so that if made me 
sick,’ | : 

The odor from the slip yesterday was slight, 
and specimens of the water taken out in the 
presence of a reporter for Tun Trrpunz were 
almost as clear as rain water. Botties of the 
water taken out before the experiment were 
black as ink. 

The Thirty-fifth street slip was chosen by 
the Health Department for the experiment 
because it was the fuulest in the city, being at 
a point in the river where the sewage from 
the Stock- Yards floats in and lodges, 

Joseph Bender, foreman in Crandall, Shultz 
& Co.’s lumber yard, near the slip, said: 

“That body of water has been so bad that 
we could not go near it at times. The odor 
was sickening. Within the last few days the 
smell has almost disappeared.”’ 

Ald. Madden said: 

The experiment has been going on only 
ten days, and if this is the result it seems as if 
the gas were having some effect. It has cer- 
tainly made a great change; but there is con- 
siderable stench yet. 

Dr. Ware said: 

„ do not think the gas is practicable for a 
long stretch of water. It would take years 
to make any change in the Chi iver. 
There is a terrible stench at the slip, and I 
can’t see that much good has been done.“ 

„We can make the Chicago River as pure 
as Lake Michigan,” said Mr. Daniels. Our 
plan is to put stations for making the gas at 
intervals along the river, and to allow the 
antiseptic to permeate the water and the sedi- 
ment. The gas has an affinity for water, and 
kills the germs that give rise to the odor. The 
odorless sediment sinks to the bottom, where 
it is carried off by the current, It costs com- 
paratively little to manuiacture the gas when 
the good it will do is considered.”’ 

„How is the gas made!“ 

„Well, that is our secret. We have shown 
what it can do at the Thirty-fifth street slip, 
and we can do the same Se for thirteen 
miles of the Chicago River. s can purify 
the water as fast as the sewers feed it into the 
river. Wecan get the system into workuig 
order before the World's Fair. I am confi- 
dent that the Stock-Yards authorities would 
be glad to help the city pecuniarily in any ef- 
fort to keep the river pure. It may seem like 
a Utopian scheme to some, but we simply ask 
such people to go and look at the Thirty-fifth 
street slip.
